x Ye: The Doctrine of this Article is plainly taught, in 
the Paſſages of holy Scripture which are quoted there- 
upon. This will appear, if it be conſidered, —that, 
according to theſe, all the Benefits of Redemption 


which Chriſt hath purchaſed by his Death, are his Fruit, 
his Revenue; a Subſtance, which he cauſes thoſe that love 
| him to inherit ; a Life which they find, as obtaining Fa- 


wour of the Lord, in the Way of finding him: That in 
receiving him by Faith, we become the Sons of God, in- 
tereſted in his fatherly Care and Proviſion—as to all the 


Benefits of Redemption; all the Enjoyment whereof 
is in the Way of being joint Heirs auith Chriſt: That allt 
Things are given with bim; and God's Call to the En- 
joyment of theſe Benefits, is in calling us 1 the Fell- 


ſhip of bis Son Jeſus Chrift ; and whoever are taken into 


this Fellowſhip, all Things are theirs, as they are Chriſt's z 


That all the Promiſes of God, through which alone the 
Benefits of Redemption are communicated, are yea and 


amen IN HIM, as to the Accompliſhment thereof unto 


the Glory of God by us : And that all who intromit with 
the Benefits of Redemption in theſe Promiſes, by belie- 
ving in him, are ſealed with that Holy Spirit of Promiſe, 
ewhich is the Earneſt of their Inheritance ; being thus /aved 
through Faith, juſtified by his Grace, and made Heirs ac. 
cording to the Hope of eternal Life. Moreover, accord- 
ing to Rev. xxii. 2. Chriſt is the Tree of Life; and all 


the Benefits of Redemption, or of his Purchaſe, are the - 
Fruits and Leaves of that Tree. Now, all theſe Fruits 


and Leaves are ſtill apon the Tree; none of them are blaſt- 


ed and fallen, or ſeparated from it: Wherefore no 
Perſons can partake of theſe Fruits or Leaves, but in a * 
. Way of coming 40 the Tree; to eat of the Tree of Life, 5 it 
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. 
wBicb it in the malt of the Paradiſe of God, Chap. ii. 7. 


And the Doctrine of this Article is likewiſe ply 


taught, in the Paſſages of our Confeſſion and Catechiſms 


which are quoted thereupon. For, according to theſe, 


—none are any way Partakers of Redemption by Chrift, 
but in the Way of being eFechually called; fo as to be 
Juſtiſied, adopted, ſanct: 3 por glorified : Chriſt having 
- purchaſed for them Reconciliation, with an everlaſting 
Inheritance in the Kingdom of Heaven. And the Redemp- 
tion which Chriſt hath procured, is there conjoined 2v7th 
all other Benefits of the Covenant of Grace ; fo that our be- 
ing made Partakers of this Redemption, and of the Be- 

ts'which Chriſt hath procured, is only through the 
efectual Application thereof to us by his Holy Spirit, — 
working Faith in us, and thereby uniting us to Chriſt, in 
our effectual Calling. 
of Truth laid down from the Scripture in our Stand- 
ards,—there is not the leaſt Room left, to alledge any 
partaking of an 7 Benefits of Redemption, or of any Be- 
nefits purehaſed by the Death of Chriſt, any other- 


. wiſe than through the Spirit's Application thereof, by 


Faith, in a State of Union with Chrift : There is not the 
| leaſt Room left, for ranking any Things among the Be- 
nefits of his Purchaſe, which can be any otheraviſe en- 
joyed, received, or uſed. And ſuch as would maintain, 


that any Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe can be received 


and uſed, without receiving him, without being united 
1 him, without any ſpecial Aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit, 
without Faith; they muſt lay aſide our received Stand- 
ards,—and betake themſelves to the vain Attempt of 


extracting ſome oppoſite Standards from the Scripture, | 


for patronizing that Opinion. Moreover, 
II. The Doctrine of the Article under Conſideration, 
is an immediate and neceſſary Conſequence of particular 
Redemption ; fo that it muſt be quite abſurd to refuſe the 
one, without refuſing the other likewiſe, For if the 
Purcheſe of Redemption, with all the Benefits thereof, 
be only made for the Elect; fo that the whole is abſo- 
"uy * for each of them,—and effectually ap-

lied unto them, in the Way of their being made Be- 
— : then it inevitably follows, —that a 1 
of any Benefits of Redemption, is inſeparably connecte 
with a eee; of Chrift and all his Benefits to Eter- 
enefits of Redemption can be received 
or uſed, otherwiſe than by Faiib, —as it receives Chrift, 
receiving all Things with him; and that nothing which 
is capable of being received or uſed in a different Man- 
ner, can belong to the Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe. 

On the other hand,—the ſmalleſt Contradiction to 
the foreſaid Article, runs immediately into the Depths 
of aniver/al Redemption. For no Benefits of Redemption 
can be enjoyed by any, without having been purchaſed 
for them; and Chriſt has made no Purchaſe for any,— 
but in the Way of laying down his Life, as an under- 


taking Surety, in their Law Room and Stead : Where- . 


fore, to teach that any Benefits of Redemption can be 
enjoyed by Perſons in a State of Unbe/zef, or of Alienation 


from Chriſt, —and fo by Perſons who may pefiſh for e- 


ver; can mean nothing leſs, than that Chriſt died for 
them, as their undertaking Surety. Thus, 

III. The Doctrine of the Article under Conſideration; 
muſt be adhered unto, by all who would not turn Ar. 
minians upon the Head of univerſal Redemption; and 
that notwithſtanding of whatever pinching Queſtions 


or Objections may be raiſed againi} the ſame. There 
are Depths in every Truth, which Men cannot fathom; 


and Difficulties may ariſe, in the Conſequences and par- 
ticular Applications of Truth, from which none can 
fully ext icate themſelves : Yet all this cen be no Rea- 
fon Yor letting go any Truth, which is otherwiſe cer- 
tain and plain. A Perſon who would believe no Truth, 
till once he could folve all Difficulties concerning it, be- 
hoved to die an Infidel : And if People ſhould admit of 
every ſophiſtical or plauſible Reaſoning againſt plain 
Truth, they might ſoon be reaſoned out of the Chriſtian 

Faith altogether. 
But let us fee what may be objected to the foreſaid 
Article. Any oppoſite Doctrine, maſt at leaſt amount

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to this, vix. That 77 4 and ome Benefits of his Pur- 
& chaſe can be divided; And ſome of theſe Benefits can 
cc be divided from the ref: So that Perſons may re- 
« ceive and enjoy /ome Benefits of his Purchaſe, - with- 
« out any Application thereof by the Holy Spirit, with- 
& out Faith, without enjoying Chriſt, without being 
e united to him, and without ever being brought for- 
cc ward to the full enjoying of him with all his Bene- 
v5: ns” Now, ſuch Doctrine as this might readi- 
ly appear, at firſt View, to be of a very ſhocking In- 
conſiſtency with the whole Myſtery of Grace and Re- 
demption; being nothing leſs than a flat Contradiction 
to the Unity and Perfection of the new Covenant, to the 
uniform Efficacy of Chriſt's Death, to the ſawing Nature 
of all his Purchaſe, —and to the unalienable Nature of 
his Fulneſs, as it is all zz and auth himſelf. 

More particularly, what are we to underſtand by 
that /ome of the Benefits purchaſed by Chriſt, —which 
may be received and enjoyed without him, without 
Faith in him, without Salvation through him? If any 
ſuch be, they muſt certainly belong to one or all of 
| theſe three Sorts, wiz. the common Benefits of Life, the 
outward Privileges of the Church, or the common Influ- 
ences and Gifts of the Holy Spirit : All which may be a 
little conſidered, with relation to the preſent Subject, 
For manifeſting the Vanity of any ſuch Doctrine concern- 
ing them. And, 1 | 

. 1}, For making the univerſal Scheme conſiſt, ſome 
New-ſchemers m our Day have come the Length of teach- 
ing,—that all the common Benefits of Life are purchaſed 


for Men by the Death of Chriſt, and enjoyed by all Men 


as ſuch: Though that Opinion is evidently moſt abſurd 
and unſeriptural. For, 

1. According to this Doctrine, many Benefits of Re- 
demption are naturally produced in the open Field, and 
cultivated by the natural Labour of Men: After all 
the Preparation which Chriſt has made of them, they 
continue uſeleſs, till they undergo another Preparation by 
Tradeſmen and Servants : Money, the Root of all Ewil, is 

| | among 
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among the Benefits of Chriſt's Ppfchaſe ; and many o- 


thers of them cannot be had, till another Purchaſe be 


made of them by Money, in Shops and Markets: And 


they are at length converted by us into Dung or Aſhes. 
But what will People turn to, if once they van digeſt 
ſuch horrid Notions ! | 

2. According to this Doctrine, Faith is no longer the 


only Inſtrument on our Part of Communion with Chriſt 
in the Benefits of Redemption, through the Means of 


Goſpel-ordinances: But Men may hold fuch Commu- 
nion with him otherwiſe, even by their Fingers, through 
the Means of the common Furniture in their Dwelling- 
houſes. And are Chriſtiant to admit of ſuch a Tenet! - 

3. According to this Doctrine, the wwickedef/ Men in 
the World have Communion with Chriſt in the Benefits 
of Redemption; yea the Beaft; of the Field along with 


them: And though Chriſt has removed the Curſe by his 


Purchaſe, yet many Fruits of his Purchaſe muit ſtill be 
of a curſed Nature; as the Curſe of the Lord is in the Houſe 


of the Wicked, and their Portion is curſed in the Earth. 


Such is the abominable Import of the new Doctrine 
about common Benefits ; and Decency obliges to keep 
in many Enlargements of theſe Particulars, with other 
Things which readily occur upon the Subject. But, 

4. Our Lord expreſsly declares, with reſpect to the 
whole Extent of his Mediatory Character, that his King- 
dom is not of this World: Which can ſignify nothing leſs 
than this, iz. that though many Things which are in 
this World, do belong to his Mediatory Kingdom; yet 
no Things conſidered as of this World, in their earthly 


Nature, can belong to that Kingdom. Wherefore all 


the common Benefits of Lite, conſidered in their earthly 
Nature, as they are the Objects of our natural Senſes, 
and ſo are of this World, — can have no Intereſt in 
Chriſt's Mediatory Kingdom; and thus can have 20 Room 
among the Benefits purchaſed by his Death. 

5. To receive the common Benefits of Life out of 
Chriſt's Hand as Mediator, is the peculiar Benefit of 
Believers, It is quite abſurd to imagine, that Perſons 

can 


E 


can be actually holding Communion with him in any Be- 
nefits of his Purchaſe, while they are remaining ander 
the Curſe; which all are except Believers, They indeed 
have all the common Benefits of Life, and likewiſe all 
the Croſſes or Trials of Life, through Chriſt as Media- 
tor, —in the Channel of new Covenant Promiſes, with a 
new Covenant Bleſſiug upon them. But the common 
Benefits of Life, conſidered in this peculiar Conveyance 
to them, are not Things, of this World, —but of a ſuperna- 
tural, ſpiritual, and gracious Charagter ; belonging to 
the fatherly Care and Prowifion which they enjoy, as the 
Sons of God by Adoption: While their common Be- 

nefits, in reſpect of this peculiar Conveyance, are not 
received by their Fingers, but by their Faith. And thus 
the Lard-bleſſeth the Habitation of the Juſt; in which re- 
- 8 alſo, —a little that a eh Man hath, is better 
than the Riches of many wicked, © 

But all others have their common Benefits, through 
the Sovereignty and Forbearance of God, in the Dil- 
penſation ot Nature. And all the Goodneſs of theſe Things, 
whience they are denominated Benefits, lies in their Suit- 
ableneſs to the animal and periſbing Nature, both of Men 
and Beaſts : Whereas the Goodneſs of theſe Benefits which 


Chriſt has purchaſed, —lies in their ultimate Suitableneſs 


+0 the rational, ſpiritual, and immortal Nature. More- 
over, as all 3 are under the Curſe, and have 
all their Benefits curſed to them; ſo the oreateſt Afflu- 


ence of theſe Benefits doth ſtill leave them under the 


Curſe, —yea the Curſe is further aggravated upon them, 
through their Abuſe of theſe Benefits : And it is moſt un- 
accountable to imagine,—as if the Interpoſition of a 
Mediator, or the Satisfaction of Chriſt, had been any 
way necęſſary, yea could have been admitted of, for the 


procuring of /ach Things to Men, as are no way incon- 
_ Ffeent with their being under the Curſe, —but on the 


contrary do. /eave them under it, yea lad them with 
Rar the An rocons of it *.

2a, Some, who have 1 the Length of digeſting 
the foreſaid Doctrine about common Benefits, do yet de- 
mur upon another Point, vx. the outward Priwileges of the 
Church. Concerning theſe, they argue to this Purpoſe: 


That ſeeing the outward Privileges of the Church are 
Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe, —and Privileges common 1 
to all within the Church, Uzrbelizwers as well as others; = 
therefore ſuch Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe are enjoyed | 


by many, who are not brought to Faith in him or Union 
with him. As to which, it may be obſerved, that, 
1. The outward Privileges of the vifible Church 
are indeed peculiar and very great. For, according to 
our Confeſſion of Faith, chap 
6 catholic viſible Church, Chriſt hath given the Mini- 
« ſtry, Oracles, and Ordinances of God, for the ga» 


phlet; though theſe Skins are like to be only a very mean Part of 
the Covering, for ſuch a Tabernacle as is reckoned among Iſrael's Abo- 
minations, Ezek. xlii. 8. But therein he) throws out ſome Fragments 
of low Wit againſt the ſixth Article of the Synod's Act, upon the 
Head of common Benefits. He is indeed very large, in a blaſphe- 
mous extending of Chriſt's Purchaſe ; For, according to him, there is 
not a Clod or a Cockleſhell, a Snail or a Snake, a Star or a ſthrmy Day, 
—but what are all purchaſed, m their whole Matter and Exiſtence, 
among the Benefits of Redemption to all Mankind: And he is very 
angry with the Synod, for excluding ſuch Doctrine from Chriſtia- 
nity; whatever Room may be left for it among Folks in America. 
He charges the Synod in the ſaid Article, with denying that even Be- 
lievers themſelves receive their common Favours as Benefits of ChriſÞs 
Purchgſe : Which is a groſs Calumny. For the ſaid Article is fo far 
from excluding the common Favours which Believers receive, that it 


among the Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe to them : Only theſe Things 
are ſo, not as they ſtand in their natural and earthly Condition, but 
as they are ſanfified through the new Covenant, and fo intromitted 
with by Faith. Nor does it hence follow, (as he pretends), That the 
Att of Faith conſtitutes Things to be or not to be the Purchaſe of Chriſt ; 
Only no Things are his Purchaſe, as they are to be found in any lows 
er Sphere than that of the new Covenant, into which we are exalted 
by Faith. And as to the reſt of his Witticiſm, againſt what is ſaid 
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„ the End of the World and doth, by his own Pre- 
© ſence and Spirit, according to his Promiſe, make 
them effectual thereunto.” And according to our 
Larger Catechiſm, Anſ. to Queſt. 63. The viſible Church 
*« hath the Privilege of being under God's ſpecial Care 
© and Government, of being protected and preſerved 
in all Ages, notwithſtanding the Oppoſition of all 
Enemies ; and of enjoying the Communion of Saints, 
& the ordinary Means of Salvation; Offers of Grace 
.*© by Chriſt to all the Members of it in the Miniſtry 
* of the Goſpel, teſtifying, that whoſoever believes 
“in him ſhall be ſaved, and excluding none that will 
* come unto him.” Yet, after all, it will introduce - 
very ſtrange Doctrine, if every Thing aſcribed to the viſi- 
ble Church as ſuch, ſhall be therefore aſcribed to every 
Perſon within the fame : For then, among other Things, 
every Perſon in Chriſtendom ſhould be reckoned to be an- 
der God's ſpecial Care and Government; protected and preſer- 
ved thereby, and enjoying the Communion of Saints. But the 
Truth is, though all within the viſible Church have a real 
Acceſs to her Privileges; yet none have a real Intereſt therein, 
but ſuch as are real and fincere Church-members. And fo, 
2. Even ſuppoſing the outward Privileges of the 
Church to be among the Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe, 
yet oh can be ſaid actively to receive, uſe, and enjoy the 
fame? can any be ſaid to do ſo, but Believers ? In re- 
ſpect of all others, they are ered Benefits ; but not ac- 
cepted and uſed Benefits, fo as to be really enjoyed: And 
if Unbelie vers, continuing ſuch, can be ſaid to enjoy what 
is merely effered to them; they muſt be ſaid to enjoy 
Chriſt and all the Bleſſings of the new Covenant, becauſe 
all offered to them,— and then there ſhould be no Need 
of Faith at all.— Wherefore” the utmoſt of what can 
be pretended about the out ward Privileges of the Church, 
can no way militate againſt the fxth Article of the Sy- 
nod's Act; as it relates only to the ative receiving, uſing, 
and enjoying of ſpiritual Benefits, —which is unqueſtion- 
. ably peculiar to Pehewvers. But, 
3 That the outward Privileges of the Church are 
Benefits purchaſed by the Death of Chriſt, for a// who 
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live within the viſible Church, yea for any. — is utterly 


refuſed. In oppoſition whereto it is maintained, that 
not theſe outward Privileges, — but only the inward ſa- 


ving Efeds thereof upon the Lord's People, with the 


ſpecial Bleſſings thereby communicated unto them,—are 
Benefits purchaſed by the Death of Chriſt. Nor is this 
Diſtinction to be looked upon as a Piece of vain or uſeleſs 
Nicety, in the preſent Buſineſs: For a proceeding con- 
trary to this Diſtinction, muſt confound all the Method 


of God's Diſpenſations toward us, and the whole Order 


of ſovereign Grace in the Work of Salvation; fo as to 
land us in the Mire of the Socinian Hereſy. Toward 
the clearing of which, we may ſubjoin theſe Obſerva- 
tions, vix. | 
(1.) That which all the Members of the viſible 
Church do immediately, or at firſt Inſtance, undergo,— 
is a Diſpenſation of God's preceptia e Will, requiring their 
Compliance with the Method of Salvation through Je- 
jus Chriſt; as God's Covenant of Promiſe is exhibited 
for being taken hold of, in the Obedience of Faith: And 
the Preſcription «f Duty in this Matter, by Ordinances 
ſuited thereunto,—is that wherein all Church-privileges 
otherwiſe are laid out to them; fo that all their general 
Intereſt in the Goſpel- Fer is by the Goſpel-call. Now, 
it muſt be a ſtrange confounding of God's Diſpenſations, 


| yea an Incroachment upon his efential Rights and Prero- 
gatiwes, to ſuppoſe that his pre/cribing of Duty in the 
Goſpel-call, or our Obligation to comply therewith, is 


the Purchaſe of Chriſt. 

(2.) That all the outward Means of Grace and Sal- 
vation are inſeparably connected with the Death of 
Chriſt, —is no way diſputed. But whence doth this 
Connection ariſe ? We ſay, that it immediately and auh 
ly ariſes from the ſovereign good Pleaſure of God, in the 
perfect Conſtitution of the new Covenant. For as Chrift 
was therein ordained to be the glorious Mean of bring- 
ing about the Accompliſhment of Covenant-promiſes, 
by the way of Atonement and Purchaſe ; fo, in the ſame 
Covenant, all the outward Ordinances of the Church 
were appointed to take place, — as the Means through 
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which his Purchaſe ate hows an effectual Application. 
Thus, the Means of Grace in Goſpel-ordinances — are 
fo in ſeparably connected with the Death of Chriſt, that 
they could not poſſibly have taken place without it; as 
there could have been no Room for uſing the Means, 
without the Purchaſe which they were to be Means of 
applying. Yet theſe Means are no Part of the Purchaſe 


made, but they neceſſarily accompany the making of the 


Purchaſe; both proceeding immediately from the ſove- 
reign good Pleaſure of God. And the contrary Doctrine 
doth ſo confound the Order of ſovereign Grace in the 
5 of Salvation, as to leave no ſovereign Grace in it 
At ali. | i 
For if not only Salvation itſelf, but alſo the Means of 
it, be purchaſed by Chriſt, (and if any of theſe Means be 
purchaſed, they muſt a// be fo, as there is no Room for 
a Diſtinction here); then all i Purchaſe, without any 
ſovereign Grace of God, in the Work of Salvation. Be- 
eauſe the whole Bib/e is a Mean of Salvation; all the 
Doctrines and Promiſes of it are Means of Salvation; 
and even all the Precepts and / hreatenings of it, as or- 
dered under the Goſpel, are Means of Salvation; yea 
the whole new Covenant is a Mean of Salvation; and 
Election is the original Mean of Salvation: Wherefore, 
according to the new Scheme, all the Doctrines and Pro- 
miſes, yea all the Precepts and Threatenings of the Bible, 
are purchaſed ; even the whole new Covenant, with Eleficn 
itſelf, is purchaſed ;—and: Chriſt is the meritorious Cau/e 
of Election, with all that follows thereupon : So that 
the ſovereign free Grace and mere good Pleaſure of God, 
which is the glorious Origin of the whole Myſtery of . 
Salvation, is whnlly excluded. — And People need to con- 
ſider well what te are doing, when they tamper with 
a Scheme which nativ-ly tends to. land them in ſuch 
abſurd and dangerous Errors; which are partly Soci- 
nian, — and partly zamelc/s, as never having been heard 
of before. 5 
But the Plan of Doctrine from the holy Scriptures, 
whereby the Church has hitherto been edified, is quite 
* otherwiſe. For, according thereto, all the Means of 
. | Salvation,

Salvation, and eſpecially Chrift the glorious purchaſing 
Mean thereof, — are immediately ordained by God, frons 
that good Pleaſure which he hath purpoſed in himſelf. 
And particularly, though all promiſed Bl/e/ngs.be pur- 
chaſed by Chriſt, yet the Promiſes of theſe Bleſſings are 


not purchaſed by him: But only the B/z/ings themſelves, | 


which mere Grace treaſured up in free Promiſes from E- 
verlaſting,—are let out, and let down upon guilty Sin- 
ners, through the Channel of his Satisfaction and Merit; 
as they could have no other Vent, conſiſtent with the 
Holineſs and Juſtice of God. | 

(3.) It may be further conſidered, that it is a Doc- 
trine of a very odd Face, — to ſay, That when God or- 


dained a Purchaſe of Salvation for us, — he behoved alſo 


to get a Purchaſe made for himſelf, of Means whereby he 


might apply the purchaſed Salvatiun.—Moreover, if the 
outward Means of Salvation be purchaſed, by what was 


the Purchaſe made? For the Death of Chriſt itſelf is a 


principal Mean of Salvation; and ahereby was that pure 
chaſed ? If the lower Means behoved to be purchaſed, 


more eſpecially that higher Mean behoved to be ſo; and 


it is groſsly abſurd to imagine, that one Mean did pur- 
chaſe 7t/elf, or other Means beſide : While it is to be re- 
membered, that, in this whole Debate, we are not ſpeak- 
ing of any internal Mean, as Faith; which is no others 


wiſe a Mean, than as it is a leading Part of Salvation. 


(4.) All the outward Means of Grace and Salvation, 
in the Diſpenſation of Goſpel-ordinances, do belong to 
the Exerciſe of Chriſt's prephetical and 4ingly Offices: 

And did he purchaſe theſe Offices, or the Exerciſe there. 
of? Is not all this the immediate Fruit of ſovereign Com- 


Jad between the Father and the Son? We indeed con- 
der his Offices, by Parts, in different Views, according 


<0 the Scripture, — as prophetzcal, prieſt. and kingly; yet 
they all make up but one indivifible Office of Mediator: 


And neither his mediatory Offce, nor the Exerciſe there-

(5-) Agreeably to what has been ſaid, — Goſpel - or- 
dinances are given by Chrift to the Church; and the en- 
Joys the ordinary Means of Salvation, with Offers of Grace 
6y Chriſt; all this lying in his Exerciſe of his mediatory 
Office: Which cannot be faid to be Matter of Purchaſe, 
no more than the Oyice itſelf can be; or than his Incar- 
zation, which belongs to him as Mediator. 
One of the {mall Craft among the zew Gofpellers, (in 
ſome foul Baggage which he is greatly ſtreſſed in trying 
to ſpue out upon the World, under the Title of A Let- 
ter to a Friend in America, &c.), tries to prove by Scriptures, 
that outward Ordinances are the Purchaſe of Chriſt 
particularly, the Preaching of the Goſpel. The Scrip- 
tures which he uſes, are Ad x. 36.—Preaching Peace by 
(which, by a critical Amendment of our Tranſlation, 
he tells us is trough) Jeſus Chrijt, Chap. xiii. 38. Be it 
Rnown unto you therefore, Men and Brethren, that through 
this Man is preached uno you the Forgiveneſs of Sins. But 
what is all this to his Purpoſe ? No body queſtions, that 
the Preaching of Peace is by Jeſus Chriit; he being the 
chief Preacher thereof, ſpeaking from Heaven, Heb. x11. 25. 
And the Preaching of Peace or Forgiveneſs of Sins, is 
through Feſus Chriſ?, in the Exerciſe of his prophetical 
and kingly Office; as therein he veſts ſome earthen Veſ- 
ſels with a Commiſſion under him: While this Author 
Js greatly miſtaken, if he ſuppoſes that rough mult al- 
ways be meritoriouſly through; for then Faith muſt be 
meritorious of our Salvation,— as we are ſaid to be ſaved 
through Faith, Eph. ii 8. Neither is it retuled, that the 
* is through the Death ot Chriſt; in reſpect of Or- 


dier, and orderly Dependence, in the Connection of Means, 


But there is alſo a /ecret Peiſon heie. For the proper 
' Docirine of the toreſitd Scriptures, is, — That the 
Peace or Fergie (which is preached) is through Chrift, 
through his Gb-dience unto Death.

fay it is clothed : While this ſpecial Appointment is 


taught to be of ſuch a Nature, that zone dare inter med- 


dle with it, to draw any Peace or Comfort from it by 
Faith, till-once they know that they are ele; which 
none can ever know before hand. 

It is true, the Scheme directs us to a Way of finding 
this out, even by our own good Behawiour, in a prepara- 
tory fort of Faith ; which is not allowed to be a Faith 
of Peace and Forgivenels, or a Faith of Dependence on 
Chriſt for Salvation: No, it is a Cheat put upon us un- 
der the Name of Faith, —merely lying in ſome kind-of 


ſerious Concern and earneſt Pleadings, from which we ore 


taught to conclude our Election: And ſo we are allow» 
ed to reckon ourſelves at length ixtitled, by this Attain- 
ment, to put in for the Benefit of the ſpecial Appoint- 
ment. Wherefore, as it is not properly through the 


Death of Chrift, (in their Opinion), that we are to look 


for Peace, or can obtain it, —but through the CI ting 
of a ſpecial Appointment which they (ay is put upon it; 
ſo our whole Claim of Right to the Benefit of his Ap- 
pointment, is made to depend on our good Benaviour, 


by Works of Righteouſneſs ach awe have done: Yea, up-. 


on this Ground ouly of our good & ort, (accoiding to 
the Guts of the Scheme), we are to conclude, that 
Chriſt may be depended upon by us for Salvation; or, that 
it is Salvation rather than deeper Damnatien, Peace ra- 
ther than Perdition, which we miy look tor through his 
Thus our New eren, after all their glo— 


rious Pretences to the con rar uo really leave no 
Room or Warrant for any crm Oc or Forgive— 
neſs through the Dearh of Chrijt, to be preached to any 
human Creature in all the World: And when they en- 
deavour to deprive us of Peace through Chriſt, —it is a 
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poor Amends, to amuſe us with Flouriſhes about preach- 
ing through him. 

34ly, A Scruple may remain with ſome, about the 
common {nfiuences and Gifts of the Holy Spirit; as to 
what we are to think of theſe, if they be not among 
the Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe. Upon which we offer 
the following Remarks, viz. 

1. According to the Nature, Perfection, and Unity 
of Redemption through Chriſt, — no ſpiritual Influences 
or Gifts can be reckoned among the Benefits of his Pure 
chaſe; but ſuch as are /aving, or ſo far as of a ſaving If- 
ſue and Effect. And it evidences very unſuitable Con- 
ceptions of Chriſt's Death, to imagine that it needed or 
could be interpoſed, for the procuring of any Things, — 
but /uch Things as Law and Juſtice could not admit of 
to Sinners, without a Satifadtion; which is the Caſe on- 
ly as to Things of a ſaving Nature. Thus, 
2. The common Influences and Gifts of the Spirit in 
Unbelievers, do leave them under the Curſe of the Law as 
much as before, no way ſubtracting them from vindic- 
tive Juſtice therein: And a Reproach of Vanity is caſt 
upon the Blood of Chriſt, by ſaying, that it was ſhed for 
Things which did no way zeed to be purchaſed ; being 
Things which no way interfered with the Claims of

nant of Grace, as to whom Chriſt intentionally died for, —— And 
let our Neu- ſchemers, if they will, be doing with. their Doctrine of 
Appointments: Which pours Contempt upon the Death of Chriſt in 
itſeif conſidered; and overthrows all Faith, in order to the ſetting up 
- of Free- ill. FS 2 
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Law and Juſtice, or which imply nothing of divine Fa- 


vour and Acceptance. 3 

3. Many Influences of the Spirit upon Unbelievers, 
are juſt God's Contendings with them; in a Way of rebu- 
king, checking, and reſtraining them: And can God's 
Right or Acceſs to contend with and controul his Adver- 
faries as ſuch, —be derived from the Purchaſe of Chriſt ? 


If this were the Caſe,—even the Believing, Trembling, 


and Horrors of Convictioa among Devils, behoved to be 
Fruits of Chriſt's Purchaſe ; ſeeing theſe do certainly take 


place under a controuling Influence of the eternal Spirit. 


4. Many Influences and Gifts of the Spirit in Un- 
believers, are ordered in a Tendency and I ue of ſaving 


Benefit to others; which indeed is the Purchaſe-of Chriſt ; 


not for thoſe Unbelievers, but for theſe others. 

5. The Elea of God, before Converſion, are under 
the Curſe, Children of Wrath even as others; fo that the 
common Influences and Gifts of the Spirit in them, 
before Converſion, —abſolutely conſidered, cannot be 


reckoned Benefits of Chriſt's Purchaſe : For how can they - 


be enjoying Benefits of his Purchaſe, while enjoying no 
Fellowſhip with him—in God's Favour and Acceptance ? 
But then, all the common Influences and Gifts of the 
Spirit in them, with all the Conduct of Providence to- 
ward them, before Converſion, — do lie in a Tendency and 
Sabſerviency to their Converſion, z/uing therein at the ſet 
Time: All which is indeed the Purchaſe of Chriſt for 
them. However, they come not to an adive receiving, 
ufing, and enjoying of this Benefit, — till they do fo by 
Faith in their Converſion. . 

To conclude: The fxth Article of the Synod's Act, and 
with it all the others, is the wholſome Truth of God; 
which will ſtand unſhaken by all Attacks that can be 
made thereupon, and will at length triumph over them : 
So that the Light of Truth will. ſhine more clearly, 
through all Contendings againſt it; to the Glory of 


God, and the Edification of his people. N

Being 


A Part of Mr Gib's PREFACE to the new Edi- 
tion of Dr Ouen's Treatiſe againſt Univerſal 
Redemption, intitled, The Death of Death in 
the Death of CHRIST, &c. 


In whi:h Preface, after ſome Things relative to the ſaid 
Edition, Mr Gib proceeds as follows. | 


I May now take Occaſion to remark fome Things as te 

the Matter of this Book.——It is generally verſant 
«bout the ſecond Article of the thorough-pac'd Arminians, 
which is, as it were, the Centre of their whole Scheme, 
viz. the Doctrine of Univer/al Redemption. This Doc- 
<rinc,. about 140 Years ago, and afterwards,—did raiſe 
great deal of Noiſe and Confuſion, with very perni- 
\ cious Effects, eſpecially in Holland and England; to which 
Remedy of conſiderable Succeſs was applied, by the 
:,,nous Synod of Dort. But by the Time (1648.) that 
Dr Owen came to write againſt this Error, (which was 
abet go Years after the firſt venting of it by James 
Arminius, and 30 Years after the Condemnation thereof 
by the Synod of Dort), there had been various Improve- 
ments of its Dreſs. Wherefore the following Treatiſe 
did more eſpecially deal with a ew Set of Univer/alifts ; 
ho declined to avow the other four Armiman Points, 
N deny particular Election, the Efficacy of Gd 

race in Converſion, the /mpotence of Man's Will therein, 
and the final Perſverance of the Saints), though indeed 
all the five are really inſeparable; and yet pretended to 
ſeparate the ani verſal Point (about the Extent of Chriſt's 
Death) from the reſt ; Which having laid over with fair» 
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er Colours, they triamphed upon their new Mode, as if 


there could be 20 true and free Goſpel without it. 

But this Paint was ſoon waſhed off, fo far as to diſ- 
cover the native Grimneſs of its Viſage: And many 
Devices were afterwards uſed with great Induſtry, by 
Mr Baxter and his Followers, for reſtoring its Reputa- 
tion; in attempting to conceal its Deformity, by freſh 
Varniſhings. However, for many Years back, the univer- 
ſal Scheme has ſcarce retained any other Being than ac- 
cording to its original Groſſneſs; till of late, that ſome 


new Eſſays have been made, in this Country, to renew 


it under a plauſible Diſguiſe, (much the ſame with Bax- 
ter's), —by which alone it is calculated for impoſing 
upon ſerious People: A brief Account whereof may be 
ſerviceable, for recommending the Uſe of this [Dr 
Owen's] Treatiſe. And, | TE 

1//, About five Years ago, there was publiſhed @ Tree- 


tiſe on juſtifying Faith, aſcribed * to Mr Fraſer. of Brae; \ 


wherein the Arminian Point of univerſal Redemption is 
largely ſet forth, in ſome what of a new Dreſs. A great 
Part of the Book, indeed, is employed to that Purpoſe, 
and witha very methodical Appearance ; as the Matter is 
claſſed under manifold Titles, —of Chapters, Sections, 
Sappofetions, Poſitions, Aſſtrtions, Reaſons, Arguments, Ob- 
jedlions, Anſavers, Concluſions, Inferences, and Uſes: And 


yet, after all, it is a very Hotch-potch and Maſs of 


Confuſion ; wherein Truths and Errors are promiſcuouſly 


*The Book is afcribed to Mr Fraſer ; but what Concern he had 
in it, I know of none who can aſcertain. The Publiſher indeed de- 
clares in his Preface, --that it is publiſhed without any Alterations, 
which may be ſeen by the Copy fram which it is printed, it being prepa- 
red for the Preſs by the Author's own Hand. Yet this ſame Publiſher 
cannot be ſuppoſed to have been ignorant, that there was not one 
Scrap of the alledged Author's Hand -in the Copy which he ſpeaks 


of; but that it had been tranſcribed, partly by a Boy and Girl when 


at School, partly by he knew not whom, from he knew not what 
other Copy, — a good many Years after Mr Fraſer's Death: And

I was ſaying, that the univerſal Scheme is there ſet 
forth in ſomewhat of a new Dreſs: Yet there is not by 
far ſo much neo in it, as the Generality of its Friends i- 
magine. The whole of what is plauſible in it, is but a 
repeating, with ſome new Turns of Expreſſion, a Hud- 
dle of raw Notions and vain Pretences, which were 
exploded above an hundred Years ago; as the Reader may 
readily obſerve, in peruſing Dr Oxcen's Book; and may as 


readily be ſurpriſed in finding. that Ignorance of former 


Times, or a Preſumption of having to do with People 


ignorant thereof, is the beſt Apology that any can have 
for making zew Flouriſbes with what has been ſo long 
ago diſcuſſed, weighed in the Balances, and found want- 


ing. All, then, that is really new in the quarrelled 
Doctrine of the ſaid Book,—is not any thing of ew 


Ornaments to the univerſal Scheme; but only ſome new 


Horrors of that Scheme, — which the Author bas found 
himſelf ſhut up unto in his pretended anſwering of Ob- 


jections: and which need not to be debated in any Courſe 
of Reaſoning; but only to be ſet in open View, for being 


immediately deteſted. As, 
1. The old Univer/alifis, when teaching that Chriſt 


died for all Men, were. greatly perplexed and divided, 


—about contriving any proper End of his Death, with 


Con ſequence of their Scheme, That if Chriſt's Blood 


was not ſpilt in vain with reſpect to ſuch, —it behoved 


to be ſhed far them, only that they might be the deep- 


er damned: But this abominable Tenet they would not

take. with, as following upon their Principles ; they 
were not ſufficiently hardened for puſhing Matters ſo 
far. And while it was allowed on all hands,—that 
thoſe Who finally reject Chriſt as offered to them, do 
thereby bring upon themſelves a /orer Puniſt ment: it has 
alſo been allowed, till of late,—that this ſorer Puniſn- 


ment is properly derived from the Curſe of the broken 


Covenant 
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Covenant of Works; wherein vindictive Juſtice proſe- 
cutes the Sinner, not only for his original Sin, but 
likewiſe for all his actual Sins,—according to all the 
Aggravations wherewith they are found clothed. 


But the foreſaid Conſequence is boldly adopted, for - 


a new Part of the Scheme, in the Book referred to : 


As the Author, in order to give an Air of Self-. conſiſt- 
ency to the Scheme, is hardy enough to teach, — that 
the deeper Damnation of thoſe who periſh, belongs to 


the covenanted End and Intendment of Chriſt's Death. 


For he ſcruples not to affirm, that Chriſt laid down his 


Life for thoſe who periſh ; with this Intention, End, and. 


| Purpoſe, that they might be made fit Objects of Gofpel Ven- 


geance and Wrath, Wrath of a Goſpel-kind, as a forer and 
worſe Puniſhment than Law-wwrath ; for which End they 
avere given to him, and purchaſed by him : And that this 
their deeper Damnation belongs to the Travel of his 
Soul, of which he ſees and is ſatisfied ; as having died for 
them out of Hatred. | 

Here, then, is a very new End deviſed for the Death 
of Chriſt : That he died on Purpoſe to get the Gene- 
rality of Mankind thereby bought up from Law-wrath, 
or from the Hands of divine Juflice in the Law-curle ; 
that he might have them in his own Hands, at his own 
Diſpoſal, for getting his own greater and other kind of 
Hatred wrecked upon them,—in bringing them under a 
ſorer Puniſhment, of what is called (by a horrid new 
Style) Go/pel Wrath and Vengeance: For the gaining of 
which End, unto a gratifying of his Hatred upon them, 
—he willingly ſubmitted to all Ignominy, yea poured 
out his own Soul unto Death. And thus, for the fake 
of making an Arminian Hereſy hang together, — there 
mult be a blaſphemous traducing of the glorious Medi- 
atory and his Death, by a Doctrine which may well 
make the Ears of them that hear to tingle. 

| 2. In the foreſaid Book, we have the Doctrine of a 
double Satisfattion for the Sins of thoſe who periſh ; one 
Satisfaction made by Chriſt on the Croſs, and another by 
themſelves in Hell won this Footing, That God, who 


4 exacts : 
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« exas the double Satisfaction, is above all Law; his 
« Will and fovereign Pleaſure, is the Rule of all Equity; 
« if he had pleaſed to exact twenty Satisfactions, he could 
& not be unjuſt, — for in that he willed it, it was there- 
« fore juſt: And he that, without the leaſt Stain of In- 
ec juſtice, exacted of Chriſt his Life for Sin, a Price that 
« did far exceed the Demerit of the Elect; why may he 
cc not exact, over and above what Chriſt ſuffered for Re+ 
c probates, even another kind of Satisfaction from them 
« in Hell? If he took an Overplus of Satisfaction from 
« Chriſt, why may he not take it from Reprobates? 
According to which Doctrine, God is much more glori- 
fied in the Damnation of Reprobates,— than in the Sal- 
vation of the Ele& ; às for theſe laſt he gets only a fingle 
Satisfaction. And thus alſo, for the better Settlement of 
an Armiman Hereſy, the eternal Foundations of Juſtice and 
Equity, in the divine Neture, muſt be overturned ; and no 
room left for Righreouſne/s among the divine Attributes. 
3. There is another, but contradictory Cut, upon the 
Doctrine of double Satisfaction for the Sins of Repro- 
bates: That © it is the Perſon of the Father, to whom 
“ Chriſt made Satisfaction; and it is the Perſon of the 
*c- Sox, to whom Satisfaction is made in Hell by Repro- 
& bates.” And thus, — all thoſe of Mankind who pe- 
riſn, muſt be the eternal Objects of the Father's Love 
and Good-will. He is fully ſatisfied for all their Sins, 
He is pacified toward them for all that they have done: But 
they muſt periſh eternally under the more inexorable 
Wrath and Hatred of the Mediator. O how dreadful is 
the Precipice of Error ! | 

Theſe then are all the new Things, the new Abomi- 
nations, of what is called Brae's Scheme. And fo I- 
ſential are theſe Points to the new and (as is pretended} 
more evangelical Mode of the Scheme, that whenever 
the Friends of it ſhall give up with them, they mult 
$nd theinſelves reduced unto a wallowing, along with 
their Predeceſſors, in the old Mire of conditional Redemp- 
tion and Free · xuill. : * 

2aly, Thoſe who have firſt made an open Appearance,

under the Banner of what is called Brae's Scheme, are a 
Couple of Nowices, who (with a Pair of ſham Elders) 
arrogated the Name of the Reformed Preſbytery: And 


though there has been too much of Armiuianiſin in Church- 
judicatures before, yet they are the firſt Arminian Judica- 
ture, wholly conſtituted on ſuch a Footing, that has ever 
yet appeared in this Iſland: Nor is it to be reckoned a- 
mong the ſmalleſt Provocations, in this Day of Blaſphe- 
my, that any ſhould have pretended to conſtitute theme 
{elves in the Name of Chriſt, juſt for diſplaying a Banner 
againſt the Glory of his efe#cal/ Redemption and Media- 
tion. It is true, they let up as the only Men — ſor ce- 
lebrating the Media tor's Glory: But how is it that they 
do ſo? Why, —by venting another Doctrine about his 
mediatory Kingdom, which leaves him nothing but as 
Mediator : And when ſome Worms on his Footſtool, 
have thus attacked his Godhead, they will make A- 
mends! by complimenting him with a Socinian kind of 
Glory, which they forged in the Year 1753. However, 
in the righteous judgment of God, that inock Preſbyte- 
ry was diſſolved, very ſoon after they had taken up their 
Arminian Stand: One of the two being left to put a 
fad Bite upon his Brother, and the poor People who had 


\ choſen him for one of their Guides; by turning ſudden- 


ly fo catholic, that he almoſt got over the Length of Ro- 


man Catholic at one Leap. 


Theſe Gentlemen, then, upon a Breach from their 


Brethren for that very Purpoſe, — have retaled the new 


Mode of Arminianiſm, in a Pamphlet which they pu- 
bliſhed about fifteen Months ago, under the mimic Form 
of a judicial Deed, wiz. The true State of the Difference 
betaveen the Reformed Preſbytery, and ſome Brethren who 
lately deſerted them, (as they pretend, though themſelves 
were the deſerting Minority), Sc. In this Performance 
they generally ſide themſelves with, and recommend 
the whole Scheme of the late Book aſcribed to Mr Fraſer ; 
though, in ſetting it forth, they are quite mute about 
the particular Horrors thereof which have been mention- 
ed. But as a new-ſet-un Tradeſman readily falls on ſome 
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ney Turn of the Buſineſs, for gaining a Character; ſo 
they improve a little upon their Author, by adding one 
Piece of Novelty : Which lies in repreſenting our Lord's 


Death as c/othed with a twofold, a general and ſpecial Ap- 
pointment; though indeed this new Device turns out 


to nothing more than their Author's Doctrine, of a com- 


mon and ſpecial Redemption. 


But one of their Apprentices ſeems greatly enamour- 
ed with this Improvement of the Scheme; as if it were 
ſufficient for gaining a compleat Victory over the Truth 
of the Goſpel. He has been pothering in a Printing- 
houſe, for 2 good Time back, in order to make a more 


 wordy Diſplay of that Invention; as he perhaps is look- 


ing for better Suceeſs (according to the Frenzy of the 
Time), than ſuch Friends of the Cauſe— who might 


ſome way tolerably be ſeen in Print. I have ſeen the 


firſt Half-ſheet of his Piece, which is at length got 


bungled out, (intitled, 4 Letter to @ Friend in Ameri- 


ca, &c.) : And, if the Stock be like the Sample, as full 
of poor undigeſted Crudities, — after all its Down-ta- 
kings, Up-makings, and clouty Mendings, at the Preſs ; 


his Party will have no great Reaſon to boaſt of it.— 


But, more particularly, what is the great Theme of Pe- 
ter Reetie s Piece? Why, he tells us by the Title, -that 
therein “ is clearly held forth the peculiar Intereſt that

ed clean of Arminianiſin, at the Expence of our Reform- 
ers, and. of common Reaſon.

But let us a little blow aſide this ſmoky Vapour, and 
turn up the Maſk which is thus put on for deceiving the

2. Our zew Univer/aliſts are agreed, that what they call 
the ſpecial Appointment—reſpetts only the Elec as ſuch: 
that therefore it is not immediately laid out in the 


Goſpel, as a Ground of Faith to any, —being what none 


have ado with, till they know themſelves to be ele : 


And that therefore, under the Golpel-diſpenſation, Men 
have only the general Appointment to meddle with, as 


freely propoſed unto their Faith. And what is this ge* * 
aera/ Appointment, as diſtinguiſhed from the Special? 


Is it any thing elſe, according to this new Scheme, 


but an Appointment. of Chriſt's Death for the "deefef 2 
Damnation of the Generality of Mankind? Wherefore 


a preaching up of the ee Appointment, (when once | 
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the Smoke is cleared away) appears to be nothing elſe, 
but a calling Men to the rack of deeper Damnation; 
while they dare not aim at the Faith of Salvation, upon 
the ſpecial Appointment, — till once they know that they 
are elect. And is not this rare new Geſpel? But, 
3. Their Scheme can bear no tolerable Senſe, till 
they add a third Appointment ; which is plainly implied 
in their Way of handling the other tavo : And this is, that 
as they make the ſpecial Appointment to be for the Sal- 
vation of the Elect, —and then the general Appointment 
is for the deeper Damnation of all others; they muſt 
add another common Appointment, comprehending both. 
And what muſt this common Appointment of Chriſt's Death 
be for? Why, neither immediately for Salvation nor 
Damnation ; but for either of the two, according as it 
ſhall turn out—by Mens Faith or Unbelief. Yea, this 
indeed is the very Marrow of Brae's Scheme, the main 
Point afmed at therein; whereupon, up muſt go the old 
Dagon of FRRBE-wWIII.— And at beſt, this new Doc- 
trine of Appointments turns out only to a teaching us, 
— That Chriſt, by his Death, purchaſed nothing at all for 
any of Mankind ; but only purchaſed a Right and Liber- 
ty for God the. Father, to /ave or not, as he pleaſed: 
Which vile Pretence, the Reader will find tried and caſt, 
in Dr Owen's Book. 4. py 
Upon the whole, it is evident, that all the Flouriſh about 
a more free and well-founded Preaching of the Goſpel, 
upon the new Scheme, is a mere Cheat; yea, this Scheme, 
in its real Import, — leaves no Room for any Faith, or 
any Goſpel- fer, among any Sinners in the World: 
While the Scripture-doctrine of particular effeftual Re- 
d:mption, leaves the fulleſt Room for a free Offer of Chriſt 
to all, and lays out the ſureſt Ground for their Faith; 


* in the abſolute and infallible Sufficiency of his Death for 


Salvation, as freely propoſed to their Faith, - without 
any reſpect to God's ſecret Purpoſes concerning them. 
All this the Reader will find laid open in Dr Oæcen's 
Treatiſe : And there may be a further explaining of this 
Matter, as the Lord ſhall direct, if the preſent Flood

Though the Univerſaliſt all agreed in this Poſition ; * 


That Chrift died intentionally for all Men ; yet. various 
Turns were formerly given to the Meaning hereof, ſome 
teaching only, that he fo died for all if they believe. it 
which the Reader will find expoſed by Dr Oœven, particu- 
larly from this Abſurdity which it runs into, of making 


the A# the Cauſe of its Object. And indeed, as Chriſt's 


dying intentionally for any, behoved to be true in Fact 
at the Time of his Death, or newer; it is a very groſs Ab- 
ſurdity to imagine, as if the former Truth of this Fact 
could have any Dependence on an after believing thereot. 

But this muſt not be confounded. with another 
'Thing, which is extremely different; I mean, a Perſon's 
Jpecial ſaving Interefl in Chriſt and his Death, —as being 
actually inveſted with his juſtifying Righteouſneſs, and 
accepted in the Sight of God on that Account ; which 
never becomes true in the Caſe of any, till the Moment 
of believing. For though a Perſon has ſufficient Grounds 


in the Word of Grace, whereupon to believe this parti- 


cular Intereſt in Chriſt and his Death, — and though it 
is never true in the Perſon's Caſe, till the Tune of his 
believing ; yet this doth not make the Ad the Cauſe of its 
Olject: Only, according to the myſterious Order of 


Grace, the Lord gives Truth to that ſaving Intereſt, «3 | 


the Time of Faith's applying Chriſt to the Soul. 
Agreeably hereto the Aſſociate Preſbytery do teach, 

in their Adi concerning the Doctrine of Grace, —That this 

Perſuaſion is competent to a Perſon, in the Language of 


juſtifying Faith, oz. © Jeſus Chriſt is wine, I ſhall have 
4e Life and Salvation by him; and whatſoever Chriſt did 


« for the Redemption of Mankind, he did it for me.” 
Thus Faith immediately terminates upon a preſent 
ſpecial Intereſt in Chriſt, 7efus Chri/? is mine; as to which, 
it proceeds upon the preſent Revelation and Offer of him 
in the Goſpel, locking out to that, without /ccking back 
to any divine Purpoſes or Intentions: And whatever Faith 
H 2 takes 
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takes any other Way of entering upon its Object, is a 
vain Fancy. In the next place, it is quite inſeparable 
from the Faith of this ſpecza/ Intereſt in Chriſt, and muſt 
lie in the ſame AQ of Faith, —to believe eternal Salva- 
tion by Chriſt; I fall Aave Life and Salvation by him. 


Now, this Faith of a ſpecial /aving Intereſt in Chriſt— 
muſt likewiſe by. the ſame Act, in this due Order, tet- 


minate upon a ſpecial Intereſt in all his redeeining Work; 
Whatforver Chrift did for the Redemption of Mankind, ht did 


iir for ne. 


A bo which laſt Article, we may obſerve,—that it is 


entirely different from a believing, that Chriſt intentionally 
. med for the Perſon in particular: As this Faith is the ſame, 


upon the Matter, with the Faith of Eledion; which, 


| however attainable it be, can no way belong to Faith 


as jaſtiying. But when Chriſt with his whole Salvation 


is applied by Faith, upon the Ground of the Goſpel Of.

fer and Call; then achar/oever he did for the Redemption 


of Mankind, doth therein actually terminate upon the 
Perſon, and is believed fo to do. Wherefore, as to this 
Plea of juſtifying Faith,—har/oever Chrift did for the 
«Redemption of Mankind, he did it for me; the Meaning is 
not, ar me, by a foregoing Purpoſe and Intention; but 
the Meaning is, —for me, by a follauing {ſue and Jermi- 
nation thereof upon me, through the Goſpel Offer and 
Call —embraced by Faith. As when- a Traveller is en- 
tertained in a Houſe upon his Way, —he eats what is ſet 


before him, without any Queſtion ; juſt upon ſeeing that, 


in its Nature, it is every way ſuitable and ſufficient for his 
Need, and that he is f-eely invited to the Uſe thereof: 
And his very eating of the Food, implies a concluding, 
that all the Preparation of it was for him; becauſe the 
Preparation of it terminates in him, by the Food itſelf 


Adaoing ſo : — which yet is entirely different from his being 
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otherwiſe informed, that the Food was intentionally pro- 
wided and made ready for him before he ſaw it.
